tact any member of the executive 
board before Thursday of the 
week preceding the council 
meeting,” Kauth explained. “Any 
subject not on the agenda will 
have to be very urgent to get 
consideration at the meeting.” 


Kauth said that the agenda 
will give anyone interested in a 
particular case the chance to 
build an argument. He added 
that the council would be better 
prepared to rule on legislation 
with more time for study of the 
propositions. 


One roadblock has stumped 
Kauth in his drive for more par- 
ticipation—no_ suitable council 
chambers. ‘“‘We are scheduled 
for seminar 11, with two rows of 
chairs and seating for about 20 
people,” pointed out the presi- 
dent. 


“There are a larger number of 
political science and orientation 
classes than there were last year. 
.most of these classes are re- 
quired to attend a meeting,” 
Kauth said. ‘“‘Where will every- 
body sit?” 


Another project to give stu- 
dents a hand in their govern- 
ment is Circle K’s suggestion box 
proposal. Kauth said that the 
club is working on three boxes, to 
be placed in front of the library, 
in front of the Student Union 
and at an undetermined site. 


Another project, in line with 
the “student participation poli- 
cy” of Kauth, calls for switching 
pep rallies to the inner patio of 
the student union. “Last year 
students had to walk all the way 
to the gym or Phillips Hall and 
attendance suffered,” he com- 
mented.

Another peak has been 
reached in fall semester en- 
rollment at SAC. 

According to George W. 
Herron, dean of admissions 
and records, an approxi- 
mate total of 3,700 students 
were enrolled as of last 
Monday. This figure is some 300 
more than enrollment at this time 
last year, Herron added. 

With another week of registra- 
tion to go and an expected ad- 
dition of five or six hundred, the 
final total may reach 4,200, ac- 
cording to Herron. 

He went on to. say the 
Monday figure was close to what 
had been anticipated. Comparing 
present figures with last- fall’s 
peak of 3,880, the final tabula- 
tion, which will not be completed 
for about two weeks, will reveal 
an increase of at least three hun- 
dred over last year’s high. 

‘ About 150 classes were closed 
as of Monday. Some closed as 
early as the first week in August, 


partly due to last semester’s pre- 
registration total of 600. 

Sept. 5, the first date of even- 
ing registration, proved to be one 
of the’ busiest days for the ad- 
missions 0 fice. More than 400 
students enrolling at night and 


- almost 300 registering during the 


day. made 700 for that one day 
of registering alone. The next 
day’s figure was short of this by 


only 100. 
Herron emphasized, ‘‘T h e 
greatest problem of the admis- 


sions office is that of students 
who do not take the proper steps 
to withdraw from a class.”’ 


He explained that all with- 
drawals must be completed in 
person through the office. If this 
procedure is not followed the re- 
sult will be a failing grade in the 
class. 


Any class, may be drorned dur- 
ing the first four weeks of school 
without penalty. Withdrawals 
from the fourth through fifteenth 
weeks result in a record of the 
grade earned to the drop date 
Any withdrawals after the fif- 
teenth week warrant an auto- 
matic failure. 


Committee Probes 
Juke Box Removal 


Three ASB officers were 
appointed at Tuesday’s 
meeting to investigate the 
removal of the juke box 
from the Snack Bar by the 
administration. ; 

Gary Bridge, vice-presi- 
dent; Mary Horton, secre- 
tary; and Allan Comp, 
commissioner of special ac- 
tivities, were named at 
Tuesday’s meeting to probe the 
action. 

Comp expressed surprise at the 
‘“‘tactlessness”’ used by the admin- 
istration in the removal of the 
juke box. The machine was re- 
moved Monday morning without 
notification of the council. 

“Our catalog states that the 
Student Union, cafeteria and 
bookstore are run_ by the 
Associated Students with Assoc- 
iated Student money, yet the 
administration pulls the juke box 


without telling anyone,’”’? Comp 
explained. 

Bob Kauth, Associated  Stu- 
dents. president, commented, 


“Lloyd Hamilton (SAC _ business 
manager) installed the juke box 
without being asked... he’s 
hired to work on improving the 
campus.” 

Kauth added that it may have 


been wiser to let the students 
make the decision. He pointed out 
that the juke box annually clears 
$500 in profits for the ASB. 

“T don’t really object to the 
removal of the juke box, but I 
didn’t like the manner in which 
it was done,” said Kauth. Kauth 
thought it may have been better 
to let the council frame its own 
decision since its funds were. in- 
volved. 


During Tuesday’s council meet- 
ing, treasurer Ed Rodevich said 
the investigating committee ‘has 
no real ‘purpose, adding that the 
stereo-FM system created a bet- 
ter atmosphere. 


Hamilton said objections -seem 
to boil down to the question of 
authority and the alleged loss of 
revenue. 

Hamilton pointed out that no 
one is questioning the adminis- 
tration’s authority in putting up 
the custom curtains. He recalled 
one year when all furniture was 
removed from the Snack Bar and 
a complete new set of chairs and 
tables installed without asking 
Student Council. 

SAC administrators feel that 
the FM system will create a more 
mature atmosphere, attracting a 
larger range of student patrons 
than the small core of “lounge 
lizards.”’ 


Speech By Dr. Aldrich 
Indicates Opportunity 


‘Students should take 
advantage of every oppor- 
tunity available within the 
halls of this campus,’’ ad- 
vised Dr. Daniel Aldrich, 
chancellor of the new Uni- 
versity of California at 
Irvine. 

Addressing a_ capacity 
crowd at the fifth annual 
SAC Convocation yesterday on 
the topic, ‘“California’s Oppor- 
tunities in Hieher Education,” 
Dr. Aldrich concurred with SAC 
President Dr. John Johnson, who 
advised students to use their tal- 
ents and energy to attain a 
higher education. 


Preceding Dr. Aldrich, Presi- 
dent Johnson told the students 
gathered in Phillips Hall, “one 
out of three here today will not 
be present next fall. 

“Every person is a separate in- 
dividual. Shape up in your own 
mind what your goals are, and 
what you hope to attain from 
your college experience. Only by 
practice will you become pro- 
ficient,”” remarked Dr. Johnson. 

Dr. Aldrich pointed out that 
the Irvine campus will be a 


unique campus. Educational op- 
portunities will be relevant to the 
opportunities essentially carried 
out by the Land Grant Act of 
100 years ago. 

At that time, according to Dr. 
Aldrich, Abraham Lincoln signed 
an act which set in motion the 
greatest educational experience 
the world has every know. 

“Our greatest resource was 
land. Through the Land Grant 
Act, a gift of public land was 
made to each state. The money 
from the sale of these lands help- 
ed establish the state colleges ind 
universities which exist today. 


“At Irvine, there will be an 
outlet for definite professional 
orientation in the fields of engi- 
neering and administration. A 
college of letters and sciences 
will be the first school to be set 
in motion.”’ 


Some 500 undergraduates are 
expected when classes start in 
September of 1965, according to 
Dr. Aldrich. Ultimately the 
campus will be built to handle 
27,500 students and be one of the 
largest branches of UC. The 
Berkeley campus will reach this 
figure in 1964 and UCLA in

Dr. Amorelli Helps 
Nation’s Spacemen |,

“When you are involved 
with a_ scientific program 
like Project Apollo and re- 
sponsible for sustaining hu- 
man life in outer space, you 
can’t afford to make a mis- 
take.” 

This is a remark by Dr. 
Dominick Amorelli, SAC 
Extended Day psychology 
instructor and supervisor of Pro- 
ject Apollo’s reliability engineer- 


ing department at North Ameri- 
can Aviation in Downey. 


Now in his 12th year of space 
research, Dr. Amorelli has found 
a definite parallel exists between 
psychology and the Apollo pro- 
gram. In both, the emphasis on 
human behavior and adjustment. 


New Approach 


“Project Apollo is a major de- 
parture from the approach taken 
in the development of the first 
generation of ballistic missiles,”’ 
stated the psychology instructor. 
“There wll be no ground crews 
to aid the astronauts should diff- 
iculties arise in outer space. 


“Lunar missions are much too 
complex to accomplish with an 
unmanned vehicle. This is why 
the required reliability has to be 
designed and built into the vehi- 
cle before it even flies. 

Crew Survival 

“When man is put into a sys- 
tem, you have to start with 99 
per cent reliability, or in terms 
of crew survival, 0.999. This fig- 
ure means not losing more than 
one vehicle in the 1000 flights.” 


Dr. Amore}li added that, in the 
past, missile reliability varied 
from 65 to 85 per cent, and ac- 
knowledged “even Scott Carpen- 
ter, in his Mercury-Atlas Cap- 
sule, realized he had only a 75-

He advises students interested 
in scientific research to enroll in 
public speaking and _ writing 
courses. ‘“‘You are continually 
asked to address civic organiza- 
tions and it is vitally important 
to explain your work in simple 
terms,” he explained. 

Turning to psychology, Dr. 
Amorelli noted that SAC sum- 
mer students are far more atten- 
tive, alert and responsive to class 
instruction. This, he feels, is a 
result of a more intensive desire 
to attain knowledge.

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Beatty Analyzes 
‘62 Don Squad

With the 1962 Eastern 
Conference opener still one 
week away, everyone seems 
to be conceding Santa Ana 
the EC title—everyone ex- 
cept one man, SAC head 
coach Homer Beatty. 

Proud possessor of an 18- 
6 record in three years of 
EC competition, Beatty termed 
last week’s Cerritos scrimmage 
“fair.”. Beatty was particularly 
pleased with the performance of 
both the offensive and defensive 
lines. The SAC head mentor 
stated that this year’s team is 
better balanced than the 1961 
squad but lacks the sudden ex- 
plosiveness of the team _ that 
brought Santa Ana its first EC 
title in 10 years. 

Beatty is faced with the prob- 
lem of rebuilding a completely 
new backfield around two vete- 
ran quarterbacks.

Bill Champion 
is at USC and Rudy Lucero was 
lost by the craduation route. 
Beatty had counted heavily on 
Jack Selman and Warren Jack- 
son to fill their shoes but the 
pair of speedy backs transferred 
to California and UCLA. 

Quarterbacks Dunn Marteen 
and Don Orr represent the only 
experienced Don backs. Marteen 
has been seeing double duty, 
running at left half besides his 
familiar quarterback slot. 

In the Cerritos scrimmage, 
Beatty had his quarterbacks call- 
ing identical plays over and over 
again to acquaint the inexper- 
ienced backs with the feeling of 
getting hit. 

Beatty declared that his backs 
were trying to run in the same 
manner they did in high school 
and couldn’t get away with it in 
junior college football, especially 
in the rugged Eastern Confer- 
eneée; 

Such was the case with Steve 
Ledbetter, All-CIF fullback from 
3rea. Ledbetter hit the hole, but 


he was running too high. Cq 
sequently, he got racked: up 
the first play from scirmm 
and was finished for the rest 
the night. 

Beatty also stated that ga 
films showed the Santa 
backs were jumping around {¢ 
much before hitting the hole. 
good back should hit the hole 
then cut. If there is no h 
lower his head and drive. But 
this is learned with game 
perience and Beatty is confid¢ 
his backs will develop into ex 
lent ball carriers.
